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REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of this application as amended 
As a preliminary matter, in the Office Action mailed September 27, 2005, the 
Examiner did not indicate that the "Foreign Patent Documents" and the "Other Art - No 
Patent Literature Documents'* on the PTO-1449 forms mailed October 23, 2003 were 
considered and made of record by initialing the corresponding box on the PTO-1449 
form.

Office Action Rejections Summary 

Claims 1-92 have been rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over Claims 1-93 of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,433,580 of Ting ("Ting"). 

Status of Claims 

Claims 1-110 are pending in the application. Claims 1-5, 24, 34, 38, 42-45, 52, 
67, 69, 78 7 and 83 have been amended to more properly define a preexisting claim 
limitation. The amended claims are supported by the specification. Claims 93-1 10 have 
been added. No new matter has been added. No claims have been canceled. 
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Claim Rejections 

Claims 1-92 have been rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over Claims 1-93 of Ting. 
Applicant is filing a terminal disclaimer herewith and, therefore, submits that the double 
patenting rejection has been overcome.
